The Hague, June 
9.—The peace 


conference enters today upon its most 
important stage, when the drafting 
commuteee of the third section takes 
up arbitration. According to a for- 
eign delegate, the American scheme 
does not seem to have obtained the 
support of many of the 
delegates. 


The Americans, it is added, have 
realized this, and have virtually 
abandoned the idea of pressing its 
adoption, and therefore it 
may be 


considered virtually abandoned, or, 
at most, it will only furnish mateiial 
for a few amendments which will be 
submitted during the debate. The 
Russian project is still kept abso- 
lutely secret. 


Part of the Rusian scheme will not 


be pressed and the other part will be 
incorporated with the British pro- 
posals in a definite scheme.

arbitration tribunal, as cabled the 
Associated Press June 7th, proposes 
that the conference appoint five pow- 
ers which, when a request for arbi- 
tration is made will each name a 
judge who will form thetri bunal.

Lansing, Mich., June 9.—In veto- 


ing a bill peimitting the consolida- 
tion of mining corporations Governor 
Pingree said the object of the bill 
was to raise the maximum stock 
limit of mining and smelting compa- 
nies from $2.500,000 to $5,000,000, 
and to permit the consolidation of 
present and future companies to that 
extent. Taking this as his text he 
proceeded to say that if the time 
ever existed in Michigan when it 
was advisable to create private cor- 
porations for mining purposes that 
time has gone by, and that the legis- 
lature should reduce the maximum 
limit of capital stock to $500,000 
rather than increase it to $5,000,000, 
and also reduce in like ratio the 
quantity of land a mining company 
may hold. The act was objected to 
for the reason that, while it permits 
the increase noted, it does not com- 
pel the incorpoiators to pay or trans- 
fer money or property to the com- 
pany equal to the amount of the 
stock in order to make the stock 
worth its par 01 face value. In other 
wprds, because it permits these coi- 
porations and their promoters to 
water their stock and place it on the 
maiket to become the instrument of 
stock gambling.

Butler and as the rumor was circu- 
lating around the room that Mr. Mil- 
ler was bidding for the Journal com- 
pany Mr. Butler decided that he had 
offered enough and did not laise Mr. 
Miller's last bid Of $10,050, and the 
paper was knocked down to the Fort 
Wayne man.

Coroner Barnelt Will Await Result 


of the> Analysis Before Return- 


ing His Verdict. 


Coroner Bainctt has not yet re- 


tuined a verdict upon the cause of 
the death of Gottlieb Hettler, who 
was found dead at his home yester- 
day, and will not do so until the 
chemical analysis of the stomach is 
completed by Dr. Drayer. 


The coroner held an inquest last 


evening1, but little was developed 
that would aid in determining the 
cause of the death. Dr. C. E. Bar- 
nett, who conducted the post mortem 
examination, said to The Sentinel to- 
day: 


"The post mortem developed noth- 


ing that would of itself 
indicate 


death without some other factor. The 
stomach was badly diseased, there 
was fatty degeneration of both kid- 
neys, the lungs were congested and 
the spleen 
had a lime deposit 


throughout, but none of these condi- 
tions would produce sudden death 
The heart was normal. 


"We found that the mucous mem- 


brane of the mouth and the tongue 
were whitened as though an escarotic 
had passed over them, and the mem 
brane of the aesophageal end of the 
stomach was whitened and in the 
same condition as the mouth." 


Coroner Barnett was out of the city 


attending a funeral this afternoon 
and could not be seen, but it is learn- 
ed that Dr. Diayer will perhaps com- 
plete the examination of the contents 
of the stomach' this evening.

"Soon after the road was built the 


piojectors leased it to the Wabash 
for ninety-nine years, and thus it 
passed under the control of the very 
people whom it was organized to 
fight. The Wabash, while compelled 
to operate the road, put its old roll- 
ing .stock upon it, ran trains on no 
certain time and at long intervals, 
and soon demonstrated that the lease 
was made only to kill off a competi- 
tor. 


The state brought suit to declare 


the charter of the Eel* River road 
void, charging that the Wabash had 
bought the road merely that it might 
be throttled. 
It was shown in the 


trial that the Eel River road was 
merely a "streak of rust," as the at- 
torney general expressed it, for miles 
and miles, and that the people had 
lost all benefit from its construction 
by reason of its falling into the 
hands of its natural enemy. 


"The case was taken to the su- 


preme court some three years ago, 
but was sent back to the trial court 
on a technicality. 
It is now before 


the supreme court again and a de- 
cision is expected at any time. 


"In view of the failure of the Eel 


River road to live up to the purpose 
of its corporate existence, the attor- 
ney general believes the doctrine laid 
down by the court in the recent de- 
cision will be further enunciated in 
the case and that the suit is now as 
good as won by the state. If this 
proves true the state will place the 
Eel River road in the hands of a re 
ceiver and cause its sale to parties 
who will agree to run it according to 
its original design. 
Northern Indi- 


ana capitalists have their eyes upon 
the outcome and are ready to buy 
the road."
